Concerning the property loss no 


definite estimate could be made. The 
buildings at the mine which were 
burned did not amount to much, but 
damage to one steamshovel blown 
up, the pumping plant dynamited and 
two or three freight cars coal burn- 
ed, probably ran close 5100,000. Two 
freight cars of food supplies were 
taken.

'»TS. Marion, the county seat, Is the 
one possible exception. Its popula- 
tion has .a smaller percentage of for- 
eigners than the other towns, but an 
equal percentage of miners. 


Politics in the county Is controlled 


by the mine vote. 
Sheriff Melvin 


Thaxton is a former coal digger and 
is highly thought of by the miners, 
"ilel." they call him in affectionate 
tone's and he knows every miner in 
tfc* county.- Thaxton now is a candi- 


date for county treasurer and the 
miners say he will be elected. 


DUTY NOT MINER. 


State's Attorney Duty is not a miner 


but comes from a mining family. He 
is about 35 years old and his cotton 
breeches held up by suspenders his 
lack of a coat and his panama hat 
make him a figure easily recognized. 
Duty also is highly thought of by the 
mining population. Duty was elect- 
ed by a population ninety per cent 
miners and none of them express re- 
gret over the vote. 


HIS HONOR FORMER MINER. 
Mayor Pace of Herrin also is a 


former miner. In fact, about 95 per 
cent of the county officials and the 
authorities in every town are miners, 
former miners and from a mining 
family. 


From the state standpoint this is an 


unusual occurrence. 


The people of' the county refer to

SMALL DEMOBOLIZES

London, June 24.—Alfred Charles 


Harmsworth, later Lord Northcllffe,- 
the great English publisher, is suffer- 
ing ill health at the present time and 
is forced to spend much time at re- 
sorts 
on 
the 
continent. 
He was 


born at Chapellzod, Dublin county, 
Ireland, July 15, 1S65. 


His father, a barrister, wanted the 


future publisher to fallow that pro- 
fession also, but Harmsworth early 
showed a decided tendency toward 
journalism, and entered the writing 
profession in London when sixteen 
years old, 


When 
21, Harmsworth 
founded 


"Answers" on the theory that a pa- 
per cheaply produced could bis made 
within financial reach of the masses. 
A> this was a departure from estab- 
lished journalism, failure was em- 
phatically predicted for the young 
publisher. But a few years later he 
sold Answers for }6,000,000. 


Next he bought the London Daily 


Mail, and with it ventured into the 
then untried field of "tablaid jour- 
nalism,' the telling of news briefly 
and concisely. In three yea,rs the 
Dally Mall attained the largest cir- 
culation of any newspaper in the 
English language.

FROM FARM LIFE 


Many a crop of clover has been 


saved after a heavy wetting by a 
sudden shower, but cutting it up and 
running It Into a silo. It makes fine 
silage, and Is far better feed ,than 
mouldy hay. 


One should keep his eyes open for 


the finest appearing and 
quickest- 


developing pallets. Sort these out for 
layers, and get the rest to market It 
seldom pays to koep a chicken aftef 
it weighs two and a half pounds ex- 
cept for breeding stock. 


Stables are little used these hot 


nights, and It Is surely much better 
for tha cows and horses to stay out- 
doors. This gives one a good oppor- 
tunity to maks repairs and changes 
in the barn and stables, with little 
Inconvenience elthej. to oneself or the 
stock. 


Poultry of every sort out on open 


range should be fed every night with- 
out fail. 
It is th'j one sure way to 


make them come- up each evening, 
and to roost away from danger from 
vermin. This Is particularly Import- 
ant in the case of turkeys, which are 
naturally inclined to wander. 


From the countless thousands of 


files that pester cows in the hot 
months, we wonder how they ever 
have time 
to 
produce 
milk. The 


nuisance does seriously affect their 
flow. A good fly repellant Is almost 
a necessity. It can be made at home, 
or purchased all ready to use. Either 
way, It pays for Itself soon with a 
bigger milk yield. 


One of the hardest JODS, next to 


killing a slok chicken, Is to thin 
fruit. It seems such a pity to have to 
pull off and throw 
away 
perfect 


specimens of apples and peaches. Yet 
It must be done, If one is to obtain 
the best market prices. 
It Is best 


done after the natural drop In June, 


and the fruit should be thinned until 
no two touch. 


Turnips sl.ould not ne overlooked. 


Remember the old rule, "Plant tur- 
nips on the twentieth of July, and 
you II have a crop whether wet or 
dry." The great difficulty Is that of 
getting them thin enough. Some mil 
them In wood ashes and sow broad- 
cast. Another plan, somewhat 
un- 


usual, is to take a plate or plepan, 
hold it upside down, then each step 
take all the turnip seed that can be 
held between the thumb and fore- 
finger, bouncing It on the plate.

little practice will enable one to 
scatter them perfectly.

Interesting Story of Life 


Is Third Generation of Family of 
Christians—Is 


Now Teacher in Girls' School. 


Petite and charming in Miss Lew 


Lan Hua, the young Chinese woman 
who spoke at the meeting of the 
Ladies' society at the Congregational 
church Friday afternoon. She is the 
guest, during the summer, at Hev. 
Jeanette Ferris at Rosemond, 111., 
who visited a year and a half ago 
in Tai Ku Sien, China, where Miss 
Lap Hua is a teacher in the Precious 
Dew school for girls. 


Miss Lan Hua wears a simple but 


attractive costume, much after the 
American style. In the fall she will 
attend 
Oberlin college, 
taking 
a 


three years' course. She hopes to 
enter as a Junior, but an account of 
her limited course in English she 
may have to enter as a sophomore. 


FAMILY OF CHRISTIANS. 


Miss Lan Hua was born in Che 


Wang, a town fifteen miles from Tai 
Ku, 28 years ago. She and 
her 


brothers and -sister are of the third 
generation 
of Christians in their 


family. 
Her grandfather became a 


Christian when Miss Lan Hua's old- 
est brother was seriously hurt when 
he fell from a mule cart, A physi- 
cian was called—Dr. Atwood—and 
he found that the child was so near 
death that he could do nothing. He 
told the grandfather that he would 
have to pray to God for help, and 
after faithful haurs of worship he 
became a Christian. The child re- 
covered. 


The idols in the house were im- 


mediately destroyed and this was 
met with objection from the grand- 
father's 
mother, 
who 
drove 
him 


away from the home. Later he be- 
came a preacher His family was the 
onlv Christian one In the village and 
naturally he met with much oppo- 
sition, 


MOTHER KILLED. 


Miss Lan Hua, who now Is twentv- 


eight, has one sister and two broth- 
ers. 
When she was nine years old 


she was sent to school but only re- 
mained about two months when the 
Baier 
trouble 
came up and the 


school was dismissed. The familv hid 
the oldest brother In the mountains 
because thev knew that 
If they 


didn't he would be killed 


The next day the Boxer1! came and 


killed Miss Lan Hua's mother be- 
cause her feet were unbound, show- 
ing that she was a Christian. The 
family went to a place of safety 
where there were American mission- 
aries and the Eo\ers even entered 
the place of refuge and killed many 


LITTLE FOOD. 
I 


Her grandmother could not walk 


as well as the rest because her feet 
had been bound up to this time and 
even when they were unbound she 
could not walk well. It was difficult 
to find something to eat at this time 
and Miss Lan Hua's father was asked 
to sell his children so he could ob- 
tain food, but he said that he would 
rather hava them die with him than 
to fall Into the hands of the Boxers 


In 1903 Dr 
Atwood returned to 


Che Wang and asked the family to 
move 'o Tai Ku which they did. A 
sister of Miss Lan Hua went to school 
but as the latter was over the age 
for this school she could not go. She 
was naturally very unhappy 
over 


this fact and her grandmother told 
her to pray and believe and every- 
thing would turn out all right, 


GOES TO SCHOOL 


After two years Mrs Atwood, the 


wife of the doctor, came to see the 
family and urged Miss Lan Hua's 
grandmother to let her go to school 
She would have to E° to_a school 400 
miles away and her grandmother 
thought she was too young, but after 
much persuasion she was permitted 
to go. She went to Peking, where 
she graduated from the grade schools 
and in the fall she attended Miss 
Florence K Heebner's school. 


She taught here two years and la- 


ter went to Shans! to college. She 
taught for five years. Then the op- 
portunity to come to America and go 
to college presented Itself and Miss 
Lan Hua, who Is very Intelligent, 
will finish her college course here 
and then return to Precious Dew 
school, where she will teach 


She is supported by the Woman's 


Board of the Interior, which Is com- 
posed of seventeen states, with Its of- 
fice In Chicago. 


Miss Lan Hua has now returned to 


Rosemond but will return Friday and 
will be the guest of Mrs. A. T. Whit- 
sel. The following Monday she will 
go to Springfield, where she wljl 
speak at the 'Congregational church 
in the morning. 


HEAR MISS CART. 


Another Interesting speaker at the 


meeting was Miss Alice Cary, who 
was born in Japan. Her parents ar» 
Dr. and Mrs. Otis Cary and they 
have 
been 
missionaries 
forty-two 


years. At present they are working 
with the Japanese In Ogden. Utah. , 


Miss Cary came on furlough last 


fall and on account of poor health 
will remain through 
next winter. 


She is leaving soon for New York 
City, where she will attend Colum- 
bia college this summer. She receiv- 
ed her education at Northfleld acad- 
emy In Massachusetts and at Well- 
•sley college In America. After this 
she returned to Japan and worked 
with the Chinese girls. 


COMPARES CONDITIONS. 


While In Decatur Miss Cary has 


been the guest of her cousin, Mrs. H. 
J. Pettee. She compared conditions 
in the Japanese factories with now 
and ten years ago and her talk wa» 
most interesting. 
One of Japan's 


laws Is that anyone under twelve 
cannot work in a factory. But a Jap- 
anese child when it is born Is said 
to be a year old. Then on New Year's 
moraing everyone awakens a year- 
old, so a child born on Dec. 31 would 
be two years old at birth. 


The children are very young and 


the work Is very strenuous for them. 
In a factory where Miss Cary Is do- 
Ing social service work there are •)!,- 
000 children under the age of twelve. 
Over fifteen per cent of the girls In 
Japan disappear every year and are 
never found. The girls who work in 
the factories have to have recrea- 
tion 
after 
their 
working 
hours, 


which are very long, and they roam 
the streets and thus fall Into bad 
company 


NEED RECREATION. 


One factory manager, in an en- 


deavor to provide amusement for the 
factory workers, pointed out to * 
vacant spot when Miss Cary w 
talking to him and shn could not 
see anything for recreation, such as 
tennis courts, etc, and when she 
asked what the amusement was. the 
manager told her there was a mon- 
key cage there to amuse the work- 
ers. 


When the managers of the factor- 


ies are taught what recreation ii 
needed they will not provide such 
ridiculous amusement and much prog- 
ress Is being done to provide better 
conditions for the factory girls.

AIR WAVES CLASH 


MAKING 
WHISTLE 


BY PAUL K. GO101BY 


Amcrfcu'H Foremost llnfllo Authority. 


An amusing fifteen minutes was 


spent at the recent ra-lio conference 
In Washington In the discussion of 
what someone cleverly 
termed: 


Radio "canary birds." 
Almost everyone who has listened 


to broadcast programs has heard the 
^lute-like notes which elide up and 
down the 
scale, 
sometimes rather 


weak and often very strong. 
Occas- 


ionally they are so annoying as to 
render the reception of the broadcast- 
ins impossible, particularly In those 
places which are at some distance 
from the station. 


In most cases these "signals" are 


caused by receivers acting as minia- 
ture transmitters! 
...When the whistle Is prolonged .at 
the same pitch for an hour or more, 
It may be the result of Interaction 
between two broadcasting stations. 


BEATS. 


In any case, the whistles are the 


result of beats occurring between 
two otherwise Inaudible electra-mag- 
notlc waves. 


With reference to the diagram, let 


us assume that Station A, which is 
transmitting on a wave length of 300 
meters (sending out a wave having 
a frequency of 1,000,000 cycles a sec- 
ond) 
happens to reach a receiving 


station at the same time as a wave

which Is being sent out by Station 
B at a frequency of 1,000,500'cycles. 


The effect upon the telephone re- 


ceivers will be similar to that Indi- 
cated in C where, It will be noticed, 
the current rises and falls at the rate 
of '.500 times a second. 


The wave of Station A is Inaudible, 


as is that of station B. But the beat 
which occurs between the signals of 
both is heard. 
The pitch of the beat 


is always equal to the difference of 
the Interacting waves. 


Modern long distance telegraph re- 


ceiving stations use this method for 
the reception of distant signals. The 
signal wave from the far off trans- 
mitter taken into the receiving ap- 
paratus reacts upon a locally generat- 
ed wave for the production of audible 
beats. 


The beats are produced only when 


the signals are coming In. When no 
signal is incoming, the locally gen- 
erated signal energy will be unheard 
because its rate of variation is far 
above audibility. 


GENERATORS. 


All regenerative receivers may ac- 


tually act as generators of electro- 
magnetic waves. 
The 
"frequencies" 


bf the wave generated will depend 
upon the wave length to which the 
receivers 
are 
tuned. The 
simpler 


types of regenerative receivers are 
the worst offenders. 


To gain simplicity, the antenna Is 


usually connected directly 
to 
the 


source of the electrical oscilliations.

Every summer claims its quota of 


• ictims by 
drowning If 
everyone 


knew the 
mere rudiments of arti- 


ficial respiration for the apparently 
drowned fewer would be sacrificed. 


When a bather has 
been brought 


from ttu- water apparently drowned, 
don't lose a moment in trying resus- 
citation 
At any moment up to two 


or three hours, signs of recovery may 
appear 


First, with the corner of a hand- 


Kerchief wrapped around the finger, 
clear the iictim s mouth of any ob- 
struction 


Lay the sufferer 
face downward 


and. 
by slightly elevating the lower 


portions of the body, expel as much 
water as possible from the stomach 
and air passages 


Then use the Schafer, or one-man 


method of restoring breathing 


The patient should be placed with 


hi 
face downward and head Inclined 


to one side, so that the nostrils and 
mouth are 
exposed 
allowing 
the swallow properly.

tongue to fall forward toward 
the 


front teeth to avoid obstructing the 
air passage. 


Then 
kneel astride the 
subject, 


placing the palms of the hands on 
his lower 
ribs, 
with the 
thumbs 


nearly touching in the center of the 
back, the fingers extended well over 
the sides of the libs. Lean over the 
body, throwing your weight on it, 
and pressing the abdomen 
to the 


ground thus expelling the air from 
the chest 
Next draw the body back 


sharply, taking the pressure from the 
ribs, but do not 
remove the hands 


This draws the air into the lungs. 


Keep up these two movements al- 


ternately, by a steady swaving of 
ynur body; time the act by your own 
breathing, 
which should 
be about 


15 times to the minute. 


Heat should be applied to the pa- 


tient's body as early as possible This 
should be in the form of hot water 
bottles wrapped in cloth to prevent 
burning. 


Stimulants such as hot coffee or 


liquor, should be given 
only after

Leroy Simpson at 1104 North Ed- 


ward street died at 4'30 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon at St. Mary's hospital.

He became ill June 12. He had had 


an outing vacation the preceding 
week and is supposed to have eaten 
something that brought on ptomaine 
poisoning soon after his return home. 
For eight days his condltlan was 
critical, but he began to Improve and 
it was felt that he would soon be 
well again. 


Leroy Simpson was born In Chris- 


tian county Jan. 21, 1901 With his 
parents 
he moved to Decatur ten 


years ago. Far some time he had 
been employed at the Schudel laun- 
dry.

"The statute provides 
that anr 


franchise, right or license to ocau- 
py or use any publlo property can 
only be granted after it has first 
been submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple. The reservoir. It <s claimed, U 
not public property. 
The reservoir 


cannot be used without the dam, th» 
dam Is of no use without the reser- 
voir, the dam and reservoir are ot 
no use without the pumping station, 
and the pumping station la ot no us» 
without the mains and «»rvlce pipes 
that carry the water into th* homes, 
of the city. 


"They all form one complete uni» 


and constitute pub]i» p»perty. Ther« 
can be no question as to that fact. 
There is no quoitton that the wa- 
ter works Is putilie property or that 
the dam is a publlo Improvement. 
They are all a part.of the water 
works system of th« city. There can 
be no question as to tkat fact Th» 
people were not ziT«» an opportuni- 
ty to vote on the proposition. 


STATUTE (JIVES POWERS. 


"A municipal corporation has only 


such powers as are granted it by 
expressed terms of the statute, and 
the statute does not give a munici- 
pal corporation the right enter into 
any contract as this. 
The statute 


provides many ways by which a city- 
can secure a water supply, but no 
where is there found authority for 
such a contract as this, 


"The provisions 
of 
the 
statute 


were intended to cover every possible 
manner in which a city can secure 
water supply and If it departs from 
statute It exceeds its authority and 
this contract Is null and void. There, 
Is no power in the statute, either di- 
rectly or implied, wherebv the city 
can legally enter into such a con- 
tract. 


"Even though 
the contract had 


been submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple, yet, if the contract is unrea- 
sonable in its terms, it is void, and 
this contract certainly is unreason- 
able. If we are to give 90 per cent, 
of the revenue derived from the wa- 
ter works for thirty years we are 
never coins to be able to get from 
under that incubus."
